teach any thing as religious Truth or re- 
ligious Duty and Service, fave what his 
Mord delivers as ſuch. Shou'd we recom- 
mend the Doctrines and Cuſtoms of Men 
for the Truths and Inſtitutions of Chriſt ; 
we ſhou'd belie and affront our Lord, yea, we 
ſhou'd deceive and impoſe upon our People.

IN ſhort, cultivate uvm Sincerity ; and 
diſcover i it in all your Ways; that God may 
be Witneſs to the Juſtice of your inward 
Principles; and Mex may be Witneſſes to 
the Juſtice of all your viſible Practiſe. 


III. Ler me exhort you, Sir, to be un- 
blameable; 4uiures as far as may be, with- 
out a ſingle Blemiſh. ' Let God be Witneſs, 
and Men alſo, how unblameably you be- 
have your ſelf; particularly, amongſt your 
own People; where the Succeſs of your 
Miniſtry will have a great Dependance up- 
on your Behaviour. Let a general Wiſdom 
and Goodneſs prevail over your Spirit; and 
the Eſſects and Fruits of them be conſpi- 
cuous in Life. Remember God ſeeth into 
you, and thro* you; look therefore to your 

Inde: 
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Infide : Men do and will watch you; look 
therefore to your Outſide. It is a poor At- 
tainment, to be Maſter of Addreſs and Art 
enough to diſguiſe a wrong Diſpoſition, or 
conceal a vicious or mean Action from the 
Notice of Men; when it is impoſſible to 
hide them from God or ourſelves. 

ALL the Deſcriptions of your Office, and 
every Title given to Miniſters, as that of 
Watchmen, Seers, Stewards, Soldiers, Ser- 
vants---xnport the Neceſſity of great Cir- 
cumſpection. The very Snufers in the Houſe 
of God were of Gold. How unblameable 


ſhou'd they be, who, by Office, are oblig- 


ed to be Blamers of Others, when they 
walk not up to their Rule and Character 
Particularly, 

1. Be unblameably humble. Put not too 
great a Value on your Character and Station, 
your Parts and Labours. All is too little 
for Chriſt and Souls. You are the Servant 
of Souls, tho” related to a bigher Maſter, 2 
Cor. iv. 5. What Vanity does it betray, up- 
on the ſole Credit of Ordination, to ſet up 
for Men of Figure; to change Airs and 
Stile, and begin to write themſelves Ambaſ- 
ſadors! To be humble and ferviceable is

the only true Way to be great and chief 
in Chriſt's Kingdom, Mat. Xx. 26, 27. 
Lr your Countenance diſcover the Aﬀa- 
bility of your Mind; and your Diſcourſe 
be clear of ſuperior Airs, or unacceptable 
Stiffneſs; ant your Dreſs have ſuch a Plain- 
neſs, as {hall reveal the Simplicity of your 
Heart, and a Soul too great for a Fop or a 
Beau *. 

BE modeſt in your Sentiments; let your 
Poſitiveneſs never riſe higher than the Evi. 
dence you bring; always allowing to others 
a fair Hearing, without affecting to ingroſs 
Converſation to your ſelf.

Max God be Witneſs for you, Sir, of an 
humble, modeſt Mind; and Men be Witneſ- 
ſes of an humble, modeſt Behaviour; ſuch 
as ariſeth from a true and right Judgment 
of what becomes you 4 to do and ſay upon 
all Occaſions. 

THExE is indeed a certain higb Opinion 
of your ſelf, which you may and ought to 
entertain; conſiſting in the Judgment you 
form of the Dignity of Human Nature, the 
great End of your Creation, your Capaci- 
ty for Immortality, your ſacred Function;

and the Shame of a Chriſtian. The Kind- 


neſs of our People, and the Reſpects of ei- 


ther Friends or Strangers may be a Snare

LET Gad be Witneſs of a cool, chought- 
ful, ſteady Mind; and let Men be Witneſſes 
of a diſpaſſionate, well-govern'd Tongue and 
Action, 4.

Let all your 
Ideas be pure, your Language at a Diſtance 
from the very Borders of Filthineſs, and your 
Actions without a Shur. Indeavour to polſleſs 
that Dignity of Thought, and Decency of 
Behaviour which becomes a Chriſtian Mi- 
nifter. The more the God of this World gains 
and his Intereſt grows amongſt us on this 
Head; the Army of the Son of God ought 
the more ſeriouſly and vigilantly to guard a 
gainſt his Attacks.

Many of 
your older People may be at their Pitch of 
Goodneſs; but with young People there is 
Room for all your Pains; and theſe I eſteem 
the principal Object of a Miniſter's Con- 
cern and Care; and if you arrive at a skil- 
ful, moving Way of dealing with them, there 
is hope you may not labour in vain *. 

Ir your People find their Children and 
Servants growing wiſer and better under 
your Care, this will raiſe you high in their 
Eſteem and Love, in Caſe they have any 
Senſe of true worth, and any Value for Re- 
ligion and Virtue.

A Minp elevated, by the noble Principles 
of the Goſpel, above this World, and all the 
little tranſitory Poſſeſſions and Injoy ments 
of it, is highly becoming all Beings who are 
deſigned for Immortality; and gives a ſpecial 
Dignity and Venerableneſs to the Character
